V. RECREATION

3. Persons presently employed or en¬ 
gaged in Recreation in Alberta who 
register in a University degree course 
that will increase their competency 
as professional recreation workers. 

4. Graduates of the Recreation Leader¬ 
ship School who register in Physical 
Education or Arts and Science (ma¬ 
joring in Fine Arts, Psychology or 
Sociology) at the University of Al¬ 
berta with the intention of return¬ 
ing to Recreation on either a part- 
or full-time basis. 

5. Persons presently employed or en¬ 
gaged in Recreation who enroll in 
special courses to assist them in their 
particular field. 

To be Eligible Candidates must: 

1. Have shown an active interest in 
Recreation through provision of lead¬ 
ership in that field. 

2. Indicate their intention to enter or 
return to the Recreation profession 
in Alberta on either a full- or part- 
time basis.

Canadian Library Week 
Set For April l6 to 22 
By National Council 

Canadian Library Week has been an¬ 
nounced for April 16 to 22, 1961. W. 
Kaye Lamb, Chairman of the Canadian 
Library Week Council, announced the 
date in a letter to library, officials 
throughout the country and added some 
statistics of interest to librarians re¬ 
garding the reading public. Following 
is a portion of the text of his letter: 

Our continent is in the midst of a 
book boom. In the United States 154,- 
200,000 books were sold in 1931; no 
less than 959,600,000 were sold in 1958. 
Figures for Canada are not available, 
but it is certain that in one respect 
they would be comparable with those in 
the United States; they would show that 
book sales have increased in the last 
20 or 30 years out of all proportion to 
the growth of population. Many more 
books are being written, published and 
sold than ever before. 

Secondly, we are in the midst of a 
reading boom. The annual reports of 
most of the larger libraries in Canada 
have recorded a rapid increase both in 
circulation and in book stocks. In 1958 
our public libraries alone had almost 
12,500,000 volume on their shelves— 
an increase of 50 per cent, in only five 
years. Their total circulation jumped 
to over 45,000,000. Once again, these 
increases were out of all proportion to 
the growth of population in the areas 
served. 

In great part this library boom re¬ 
flects better library facilities. More 
books, new buildings, more branch li¬ 
braries, larger staffs — all these have 
been important factors. But the really 
significant thing is that experience 
shows that when better library facilities 
are provided, the public will make use 
of them—will, indeed, soon tax them to 
capacity. 

In spite of striking advances in many 
places in recent years, library facilities 
in Canada—public, univei-sity and spe¬ 
cial—are still far short of what they 
should be. Canadian Library Week is 
intended to help libraries to secure 
better facilities by giving every library 
in the country an occasion—if it wishes 
to have one—to bring its own individual 
service, needs and potentialities to the 
attention of the community it serves.

The recently opened Chinook Branch 
Library has become the seventh branch 
of the rapidly expanding Calgary Public 
Library and the first to be an integral 
part of a shopping centre. 

Chinook Shopping Centre, in which 
the library is located, is on the Macleod 
Trail in the southern part of the city 
and is one of the largest such centres 
in Western Canada. Woodward’s Depart¬ 
ment Store plus 45 other retail stores 
and service outlets constitute the centre 
which, incidentally, provides parking for 
3,500 cars. 

The Chinook Branch Library occupies 
a rented rectangular space of approxi¬ 
mately 5,000 square feet in the lower 
concourse. 

The Library’s neighbors include a 
noise-proofed 32-lane bowling alley, a 
sidewalk cafe, and an art gallery. 

Passers-by in the concourse see a 
pleasing picture as they look through 
the glass wall at the entrance. One wall 
is of chocolate brown brick; another is 
blue and the third is cream. Pour pillars 
of burnt orange give a touch of bright¬ 
ness to the centre of the room and the 
burnt orange tint is repeated in the 
front of the charging desk. 

A-shelves placed here and there on 
the floor add to the attractiveness. 
Ample pegboard space provides for dis¬ 
plays of new books and helps to form 
a partition between the children’s and 
adults’ sections. 

Fluorescent lighting fixtures are in¬ 
set into the ceiling. Here and there in 
the room decorative lights like orange 
and blue pumpkins hang from the ceiling 
and give an air of casual gaiety. 

The Chinook Branch features a se¬ 
cluded smoking and browsing room, 
where easy chairs decorated with a 
western motif invite tired shoppers to 
take a breather and relax with a book. 
The brisk circulation of books during 
the first few months augurs well for the 
future of the Chinook Branch Library 
and seems to show that branch libraries 
in shopping centres are well worth their 
while.
